Unlverilly of Chicago Taken a De- 
parture — Work of Direction by 
Btadcnta Urgln, In Laboratory. 

The University of Chleapo hss Intro- 
duced the study of human enatomy in 
its curriculum and the work of dissec- 
tion was besjun the other day for the 
first time in the university laboratory. 
8o far as known, the university stands 
alone among the schools not distinctly 
medical to Introduce human dissection 
in the classroom. The class is open to 
both men and wonv-n, ua| the courne 
is taken not only by students prepar- 
ing for medical schools but by students 
of sociology, biology and allied sciences. 
Seventeen nun are enrolled already. 

Dr. H. H. Donaldson, head of the de- 
partment, has general supervision of 
the work. The laboratory work is in 
charge of Dr. If. W. Lewis, surgical in- 
tern at Cook county hospital. 

"The study of hnnian aratomy," said 
Dr. Donaldson, "has been taken up in 
accordance with the plans of the uni- 
versity to give a preparatory course for 
medical colleges. Many of the students 
taking the course are preparing for a 
study of medicine. Oothers take It np 
In its relation to other sciences. It is 
perhaps the first time human dissec- 
tion has been brought on a university 
campus when the medical buildings 
were not there. It is only a natural 
step, however. Physiology and chem- 
istry were originally fostered by the 
medical colleges. The university had 
a building fitted for the work. Ruth 
medical college Is Interested in seeing 
the work carried on as supplementing 
Its preparatory courses."

MACHINE GUNS 



In a short time the war department 
wUl designate a machine gun for adop- 
tion by the army. The experiments 
conducted at the Springfield armory 
with a view to securing n highly effi- 
cient machine gun have been completed 
by the army ordnance officer*. The 
hotchkiss, colt, maxim and carr auto- 
matic guns were tested competitively. 
Ihe report of the officers who madeth* 
experiments has not been received. It 
is learned, however, that the perform- 
ance of the colt and hotchkiss pieces 
was satisfactory. The maxim nnd carr 
pieces burst before the experiments 
had reached the stage of the endurance 
•test, the carr failing when less thnn 
100 rounds had been fired from it. The 
hotchkiss and colt pieces were sub- 
jected to extremely severe endurance 
tests, and their performances were ad- 
mirable. The hotchkiss gun lired 450 
rounds in five minutes, nnd the rr> 
facturcrs claim it could have bern r 
ready for another such test vrithir 
minutes. The performance of the

MYSTERY IN IRON COFFIN. 



I.l.|uld air was produced In Cleve- 
land, O., tho other day by Charles K. 
Brush, the Inventor of the electric 
light, nearly the whole basement of 
Lis residence In Euclid avenue belnj 
given to what is said to be one of tho 
finest private laboratories In the world.
